ASPARAGUS 

Culture.  This  splendid  vegetable  succeeds  well  in 
good  light  rich  soil.  If  it  has  been  heavily  manured 
a year  or  so  previous  it  is  better.  Soak  the  seed  for 
24  hours.  Drill  2 inches  deep  in  rows  2 feet  apart. 
When  large  enough  thin  to  about  3 inches  apart,  a>nd 
keep  free  from  weeds  by  frequent  cultivation.  The 
crowns  can  then  be  transplanted  when  one  or  two 
years  old,  fall  or  spring.  Make  trench  about  18 
inches  deep,  and  4 or  5 feet  apart.  Put  in  about  4 
inches  of  well  rotted  stable  manure,  covering  with 
soil  about  same  depth.  Set  the  crowns  about  18 
inches  apart,  being  careful  to  spread  the  roots.  Cover 
about  2 inches  the  first  year,  making  the  trench  level 
the  second  year.  In  the  fall  stalks  should  be  cut 
down  before  being  allowed  to  drop  seed  on  bed.  Then 
cover  with  a heavy  application  of  stable  manure, 
which  should  be  forked  in  early  in  the  spring.  Be 
careful  not  to  injure  roots.

Culture.  About  the  earliest  snap  beans  can  be  safely 
planted  in  this  section  is  around  April  1st.  Some  sea- 
sons the  weather  and  soil  conditions  will  permit  earlier 
planting-.  Plants  stunted  by  cold,  unfavorable  weather, 
never  produce  as  well  as  those  planted  a little  later. 
For  a succession  plant  throughout  the  summer,  every 
two  weeks  until  middle  of  August.  Further  South 
plantings  may  be  made  up  to  the  20th  of  September. 
Cover  the  seed  about  114  or  2 inches.  Cultivate  often 
until  plants  commence  to  blossom,  and  do  not  culti- 
vate when  vines  are  wet.  One  pound  will  plant  about 
60  feet;  100  lbs.  one  acre.

Culture.  The  culture  for  cauliflower  is  practically 
the  same  as  for  cabbage,  and  it  can  be  grown  both 
in  the  spring  and  fall.

and  the  instructions  printed  on  each  package  we  send  out,  the  average  gardener  should  make  a success.  Most  of  the 
trouble  encountered  is  in  getting  the  plants  started.  A little  care  and  attention  at  the  beginning  will  be  amply  repaid 
in  the  end.  Much  of  the  success  with  flowers  after  the  selection  of  the  best  of  seeds  depends  upon  the  soil  and  prepa- 
ration. A light,  rich  loam  thoroughly  pulverized  is  best  and  where  heavy,  sand  mixed  in,  will  greatly  improve  it.  Some- 
times the  soil,  after  being  thus  prepared,  is  covered  several  weeks  previous  to  seeding  with  coarse  manure,  pine  tags, 
litter,  etc.  This  helps,  and  when  removed  leaves  the  soil  in  nice  condition. 

^eds  may  be  sown  in  rows  or  broadcast  however,  sowing  in  rows  is  best,  as  the  young  plants  can  then  be  readily 
distinguished  from  weeds.  They  are  sometimes  hard  for  the  amateur  to  identify  Do  not  cover  too  deep.  An  old 
rule  and  a very  good  one,  generally,  is  to  cover  three  times  the  size  of  the  seed,  and  press  the  soil  firmly.  Very  small 
seed  should  be  sown  on  the  surface  and  pressed  into  the  soil  Use  a fine  spray  after  planting.  Do  not  allow  the  soil 
to  become  dry,  neither  should  it  be  kept  too  wet,  as  it  will  cause  the  plants  to  damp  off. 

Indoor  Culture. — It  is  often  desirable  to  start  some  of  our  most  beautiful  flowers  indoors  to  insure  an  earlier  and 
longer  blooming  period.  Asters,  Scarlet  Sage,  Celosia,  Verbenas,  Vinca,  Pansies,  and  many  other  kinds  that  will  be  read- 
ily suggested  to  the  reader  may  be  started  in  this  way.  Earthenware  pans,  shallow  boxes,  etc.,  may  be  utilized  for  this 
purpose.  The  bottoms  of  these  should  be  covered  about  an  inch  deep  with  broken  pots,  coal  ashes,  or  any  rough  ma- 
terial that  will  insure  good  drainage.  This  should  be  covered  with  an  inch  or  two  (not  more  than  two  inches),  of  soil 
thoroughly  pulverized  and  sifted,  composed  of  about  one-third  each  ordinary  garden  loam,  sand  and  leaf  mold,  where 
convenient  to  make  this  combination.  It  has  been  found  that  treating  the  soil  with  boiling  water,  steaming  or  placing 
same  in  stove  oven  of  a moderate  degree  of  heat,  destroys  fungus,  eel  worms  and  other  troublesome  pests.  Follow  the 
same  rules  as  above  for  sowing  seed,  only  use  a pane  of  glass  or  one  or  two  thicknesses  of  newspaper  to  cover  and  pre- 
vent too  rapid  evaporation  of  moisture.  Keep  damp,  but  not  wet.  Remove  covering  as  soon  as  seeds  commence  to 
germinate,  and  give  plenty  of  air  to  prevent  damping  off.  The  temperature  should  run  between  60  and  70  degrees. 

Annuals  attain  full  growth  from  seed,  bloom  and  die  in  one  season.  Sow  Hardy  Annuals  in  March  or  April,  or 
ezirlier  indoors  for  transplanting  outside.  Hardy  Annuals  may  be  sown  in  the  fall  for  earlier  spring  blooming.  They 
make  larger  flowers  and  more  brilliant  colors  than  spring  sowings. 

Perennials  usually  bloom  the  second  year  after  sowing  and  continue  to  bloom  for  many  years.  Fall  sowings  or  early 
sowings  indoors  usually  produce  blooms  the  next  season. 

Biennials  bloom  the  second  year  after  sowing  and  then  die.  Like  perennials,  they  may  be  sown  early  indoors  or 
in  the  fall. 


Hall  Hardy  and  Tender  Flowers  should  not  be  sown  or  transplanted  outside  until  the  weather  is  settled  and  warm. 
Calceolarias,  Cinerarias,  Cyclamen,  Gloxinias,  Primulas,  and  Smilax  are  tender  and  should  be  kept  in  pots,  shifting  to 
larger  pots  as  the  growth  requires. 

Horny  Shelled  Seeds  like  Canna,  Evening  Glory,  Brazilian  and  Japanese  Morning  Glory,  should  have  a hole  filed 
through  the  outer  shell,  and  soaked  in  warm  water  36  hours  before  planting.

The  time  has  come  when  prices  on  Clovers  and  Grasses  have  reached  a level  where  farmers  can  again 
commence  to  use  them.  Prices,  at  times,  in  the  last  few  years,  have  been  almost  prohibitive.  We  do  not 
look  for  lower  prices  at  present.  The  almost  universal  drought  of  the  past  season  has  cut  the  crop  of 
these  seeds  short,  as  well  as  other  crops.  It  appears  that  from  now  on  prices  will  be  firm  and  probably 
higher.  Planters  could  not  do  better  than  sow  their  lands  to  clovers  and  grasses,  thereby  enriching  the 
soil,  besides  having  the  benefit  of  the  hay  crop  and  grazing.  Grasses  and  Clovers  are  necessary  to  success- 
ful farming.  Taken  in  connection  with  the  manure  furnished  by  horses  and  cattle,  the  farmer  has  a chance 
to  avoid  a very  considerable  part  of  the  high-priced  fertilizers  so  generally  used,  and  which  as  a rule 
result  in  no  permanent  improvement  to  the  soil. 

Soil  Preparation.  Of  equal  importance  with  the  securing  of  the  best,  recleaned  seeds  of  high  vitality 
is  the  preparation  of  the  seed  bed.  Farmers  who  are  successful  know  this  by  experience.  Llany  have  failed 
when  a little  care  would  have  prevented  it.  To  secure  a uniform  and  full  stand  it  is  necessary  to  have  a 
firm  seed  bed.  This  is  best  obtained  by  good,  deep  plowing,  harrowing  and  cross  harrowing,  if  necessary, 
until  soil  is  thoroughly  pulverized.  This  should  be  done  time  enough  before  seeding  to  allow  rain  to  pack 
the  soil.  When  the  land  is  in  order  run  a harrow  over  it  and  just  break  the  crust.  Sow  the  seed  covering 
with  a light  or  brush  harrow,  or  if  the  soil  is  not  too  wet,  use  a roller,  which  is  even  better.  The  seed 
should  not  be  put  in  over  one-half  inch  deep.

HOW  TO  SEED  AND  KEEP  A FINE  LAWN 

Preparation  for  Seeding.  Thorough  preparation  of 
soil  and  some  time  previous  to  seeding  is  the  best 


way  to  commence  a lawn.  Where  large,  discing, 
plowing  and  harrowing  until  the  soil  is  in  fine  con- 
dition is  essential.  Sowing  cowpeas  in  the  summer 
and  allowing  to  die  down  is  very  beneficial.  This 
adds  humus  and  fertility  to  the  soil,  besides  smoth- 
ering out  a good  many  weeds.  Soils  treated  this 
way  stand  dry  weather  better  and  are  not  inclined 
to  bake. 

Sheep  manure  or  some  good  fertilizer  should  be 
applied  liberally.  The  same  directions  apply  to 
smaller  lawns,  except  that  they  may  be  spaded  or 
dug  up,  and  raked  until  in  fine  condition.  To  secure 
a uniform  stand  the  land  should  not  be  seeded  until 
it  has  settled  and  formed  a firm  seed  bed.  Harrow 
or  rake  at  intervals  of  a week  or  ten  days  to  kill 
out  all  weeds,  and  when  the  opportunity  offers  pull 
out  by  hand.  Make  two  sowings  of  the  seed.  Half 
the  first  time  over,  and  sow  the  other  half  at  right 
angles  to  the  first  sowing.  This  generally  gives  a 
more  uniform  seeding.  Cover  seed  lightly,  an  eighth 
of  an  inch  is  deep  enough,  roll  or  beat  flat  with  a 
spade.  Sub-soil  from  excavations  is  not  suitable; 

Destrosring  Weeds.  No  soil  that  will  produce  a 
fine  lawn  can  ever  be  exempt  from  weeds  and  coarse 
grasses.  They  are  in  the  soil  and  are  constantly 
being  sown  by  the  wind  and  other  natural  causes. 
There  are  a good  many  mechanical  devices  on  the 
market  for  poisoning  the  weeds,  but  it  appears  that 
they  do  about  as  much  damage  as  ' they  do  good. 
Neither  will  the  lawn  mower  get  them  all.  The 
surest  and  best  way  to  get  them  is  to  pull  them 
out,  root  and  branch,  after  rains.  Shake  the  loose 
soil  from  the  roots  and  scatter  a small  quantity  of 
lawn  grass  seed  over  spots  that  may  be  left  bare. 
Do  not  use  stable  manure  on  your  lawn;  it  contains 
too  many  weed  seeds. 

Renovating  Old  Lawns.  Water  should  always  be 
delivered  in  a fine  spray,  preferably  in  the  evening. 
Old  lawns  become  thin  in  portions.  Use  the  rake 
vigorously  on  these.  It  will  l*ok  bad  for  a time,  but 
the  grass  will  soon  spring  up  again  and  be  the  bet- 
ter for  it.  Over  the  loose  surface  sprinkle  some 
lawn  fertilizer,  and  rake  it  in  evenly.  A few  days 
after  sow  some  Lawn  Grass  Seed.  Rake  this  in  or 
roll  it,  or  flatten  it  with  a spade.  Lawns  are  also 
voracious  feeders,  and  so  fertilizer  should  be  thrown 
broadcast  over  them  two  or  three  times  a season. 

Should  Not  Go  to  Seed.  Contrary  to  oft-given  ad- 
vice, do  not  let  a poor,  thin  lawn  run  to  seed.  It 
never  improves  it,  but  weakens  it  more.  Rake  or 
harrow  it  over  well  and  treat  it  as  above  for  old 
lawns.  A topdressing  of  bone  meal  or  pulverized 
sheep  manure  in  the  early  spring  is  very  beneficial 
to  old  lawns.

ALPALPA.  Alfalfa  in  the  South  will  produce  5 to 
7 tons  of  hay  to  the  acre  each  year,  and  in  money 
value  is  worth  45  per  cent  more  than  other  clovers 
and  60  per  cent  more  than  Timothy  hay.  It  will  grow 
4 or  5 crops  a year  and  it  does  not  exhaust  the  soil.

Preparation  of  SoiL  Good  loam  or  clay  soil  with 
natural  or  artificial  drainage,  with  no  hardpan 
underneath,  will  grow  Alfalfa  when  properly  pre- 
pared, and  proper  and  thorough  preparation  is  a 
prime  necessity  for  a uniform,  heavy  stand.  Where 
the  soil  is  acid,  and  that  is  the  case  in  most  in- 
stances, liming  is  necessary.  Lime  must  be  used  to 
not  only  neutralize  the  acid  in  the  soil,  but  leave  a 
surplus  besides,  for  the  use  of  the  plant.  For  cor- 
recting of  soil  acidity,  lime  must  be  used  at  the  rate 
of  from  1 to  2 1/^  tons  per  acre,  after  plowing.  A firm 
seed  bed  is  very  essential  and  the  land  should  be 
prepared  sometime  in  advance  of  seeding.  During 
this  interval  harrow  the  land  frequently  both  ways 
to  kill  out  all  weeds.  The  young  plants  are  not  able 
to  cope  with  weeds,  but  once  established,  are  well 
able  to  care  for  themselves. 

Inoculation.  The  only  safe  thing  to  do  is  to  inocu- 
late except  where  sown  on  land  which  has  been  in 
Alfalfa  before.  The  best  prepared  and  ready-to-use 
culture  we  know  of  is  Parmogerm,  For  prices,  see 
page  41,  this  catalog.  This  is  easy  to  apply.  Just 
mix  wi-th  a teaspoonful  of  sugar  and  a little  water 
and  sprinkle  on  the  seed.
